The bidding is over for the 
tender of the new Didsbury 
High School, but Chinook’s 
Edge School Division (CESD) 
is forced to go back to Alberta 
Infrastructure for more money 
after the lowest bid came in 
$628,000 over budget. 

Lear Construction Manage¬ 
ment made the lowest bid of 
$7.1 million and the budget for 
the construction of the school 
was just over $6.4 million. 

“We have not accepted this 
bid yet,” said Terresa Dersch, 
Corporate secretary, CESD. 
“We now have to go and get 
more money from Alberta In¬ 
frastructure. The tender is 
held for 45 days, so we are 
hopeful we will hear back from 
them by that time.” 

If the additional funding is 
not approved they will conduct 
a committee meeting and come 
up with an alternative plan. 

“We are very hopeful they 
are going to top up the fund¬ 
ing so we can accept the low 
bid.” said Dersch. “Inflation is 
part of the problem it goes up 
over one percent a month.” 

Once the funding is ap¬ 
proved the CESD is prepared 
for construction to start imme¬ 
diately after Lear Construction 
mobilizes. 

"We want to get going be¬ 
cause you can get a lot more 
done in the summer,” said 
Dersch. 

The Town of Didsbury has 
given CESD five acres for the 
school, worth $150,000. The 
Mountain View County is pro¬ 
viding $50,000 of site work for 
the school. 

“We determined that 
amount because one third of 
the Didsbury High School stu¬ 
dents are rural students, so we 
decided on $50,000, a third of 
what the Town paid,” said Jim 
Gibbons, CESD superintend¬ 
ent. A special ground break¬ 
ing for the new school will take 
place on June 19 at 2 p.m. at 
the new site located on 15th 
Ave. just east of the County 
building. The actual school is 
expected to be ready for Sep¬ 
tember 2006.

George 
Cuff hired 
to do 
corporate 
review

David Swann, the Alberta 
Liberal’s Environment 
Critic, has requested the 
government investigate a 
conflict of interest issue sur¬ 
rounding AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany’s intensive feedlot op¬ 
eration. 

Swann is suggesting that 
there may be a conflict of in¬ 
terest since AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany’s legal council, Brian 
O’Ferrall, sits on an advi¬ 
sory panel for the Natural 
Resources Conservation 
Board (NRCB). 

The NRCB has just ap¬ 
proved AAA Cattle Compa¬ 
ny’s application which will 
allow them to expand their 
feed lot from 2,500 head of 
cattle to 18,200. 

“We have asked them (the 
government) to look at this. 
I raised it with the Sustain¬ 
able Resource Minister. Ob¬ 
viously if a lawyer is advis¬ 
ing the NRCB and also act¬ 
ing for a company that has 
applied for approval from 
NRCB that doesn’t look 
good,” Swann said. “It 
should not happen. It’s not 
acceptable. It’s not a con¬ 
flict of interest, it’s a very 
much apparent conflict of 
interest, it raises questions 
about the whole process and 
whether it’s above board 
and whether there are some 
influences that surround 
decisions with the NRCB 
that are not entirely based 
on evidence and science.” 

O’Ferrall says that 
Swann is incorrect in his ac¬ 
cusations, adding that he is 
not breaking any rules or 
laws when it comes to rep¬ 
resenting his client. He did, 
however, agree that it may 
not look right, but what he 
is doing is completely legal. 

“It’s not a legal conflict 
of interest. And, I say that 
with certainty. Before, I ever 
took the file I checked with 
the Board and with (AAA 
Cattle Company),” 

O’Ferrall said. “The law so¬ 
ciety took a look at this as 
well, and they said there is 
no conflict under their laws. 
I understand the perception 
of conflict, but there just 


isn’t one.” 

Swann disagrees saying: 
“This conflict of interest 
raises some serious ques¬ 
tions about the independ¬ 
ence and accountability of 
the NRCB. Mr. O’Ferrall 
worked both sides of the 
fence and may have had di¬ 
rect interference in the out¬ 
come of this decision. 

Swann says he is asking 
the Province to put a stop 
to this expansion. 

“Our chair and our legal 
council had considered the 
issue that he (O’Ferrall) was 
representing AAA, we deter¬ 
mined that there was no con¬ 
flict of interest. Mr. 
O’Ferrall doesn’t give the 
Board advice on any par¬ 
ticular file or decision made 
by the Board. He is a mem¬ 
ber of the advisory commit¬ 
tee and these members were 
appointed back in 2002, and 
their names have always 
been public, because if you 
go to our website their 
names are posted on there,” 
explained Gabine Lazar, 
spokesperson for the NRCB. 

The committee which 
O’Ferrall sits on is com¬ 
pletely public and Lazar 
added that members of this 
Board have no input on any 
individual case, as a way to 
ensure that the decision is 
left up solely to the Board 
when they are making a de¬ 
cision on a specific applica¬ 
tion. 

“It (the committee which 
O’Ferrall sits on) looks at 
very broad issues and those 
issues are high level process 
or policy issues. They do 
not look at any specified files 
and they do not give us any 
advice on specific files and 
they do not help us with any 
decisions,” Lazar added. 

Lazar says that if there 
was a problem with O’Ferrall 
representing AAA Cattle 
Company, it should have 
been brought up back at the 
hearing in January, where 
the feedlot company applied 
for a Stay. 

“When we granted AAA 
the hearing in Olds (in Janu¬ 
ary), at that time AAA was 
represented by the Wilson 
Law Firm, and then they 
passed the file onto Brian 
O’Ferrall who then became 
their legal council, and eve¬ 
ryone was copied on that 
change of legal representa¬ 
tion, including the legal 
council for the committee 
for Lone Pine. They were 
aware of the change in legal 
representation and they 
never contacted the Board to 
discuss this issue. The 
morning of the (hearing) 
was spent on preliminary 
matters and they could have 
brought that forward to the 
panel of the Board. They 
never did bring that up as 
an issue to the Board,” La¬ 


zar said. 

The Chairman for the 
Committee for Lone Pine 
believes it’s not very ethical 
of O’Ferrall to work both 
sides of the fence. 

“Ethically, (our lawyer) 
felt it was a bit inappropri¬ 
ate in that he had gone for¬ 
ward in that position, be¬ 
cause he was very, very ap¬ 
prised of the legislation. Did 
he have some biases because 
he had worked there previ¬ 
ously? It sure doesn’t look 
very good to me,” Marsh 
said. From the NRCB point- 
of-view I think they should 
have brought that to light.” 

If there is a conflict of is¬ 
sue or any other problems 
with the runnings of the 
NRCB they should come to 
light by the end of this 
month, as a review by 
George Cuff and Associates 
is currently underway. 

Cuff well known for his 
slogan, ‘Have you been 
Cuffed yet’, has done corpo¬ 
rate reviews in the Town of 
Olds before and is currently 
working on one for Moun¬ 
tain View County. 

“There is currently a re¬ 
view underway and the re¬ 
view is part of a memoran¬ 
dum of understanding be¬ 
tween the Board and the 
Minister of Sustainable Re¬ 
source Development. I can 
confirm that it’s George 
Cuff and Associates doing 
the review,” Lazar said. “Af¬ 
ter this review the next re¬ 
view will probably be held 
every five years.” 

Lazar says that there is 
nothing major which Cuff 
has pointed out that needs 
to be changed or any evi¬ 
dence of wrong-doing on the 
NRCB’s part. 

“It’s pretty much busi¬ 
ness as usual,” Lazar 
added.

Supreme Court shakes up 
Health Care System 


Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose was surprised this 
week when the Supreme 
Court struck down a Que¬ 
bec law that banned private 
insurance for medically nec¬ 
essary services. 

Four of seven Supreme 
Court justices ruled Thurs¬ 
day that the Quebec ban on 
private insurance for medi¬ 
cally necessary services vio¬ 
lated Quebec’s charter of 
rights because care in the 
public system is so slow it 
endangers life and personal 
security. 

“It is clear that this will 
eventually lead to a paral¬ 
lel private health system 
and we have Paul Martin to 
thank. Under twelve years 
of Liberal neglect and mis¬ 
management the health 
care system has deterio¬ 
rated beyond repair. It’s 
obvious, the Prime Minister

CHINOOK’S EDGE SCHOOL DIVISION 


CESD Satisfaction Survey results 
show improvement

Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD) Satisfac¬ 
tion Survey results were re¬ 
leased at the June 8 Board 
meeting, showing a general 
improvement over the past 
five years. 

Bruce Schollie of Schollie 
Research and Consulting 
presented the results to the 
Board, which came from 
compiled information over 
the past five years. The 
study was done to monitor 
the progress in meeting edu¬ 
cation goals outlined in the 
Three-Year-Plan, manage 
the continual improvement 
process and highlight areas 
of strength and those in 
need of improvement. 

“These surveys help to 
make changes and monitor 
plans,” said Schollie. “We 
sample students, parents 
and staff, along with 13 
other boards.” 

Surveys were sent to all 
parents in the CESD and 
27% of them responded, 
1500 out of 5500. Teachers 
and students were also sur¬ 
veyed. 

“It is a pretty decent re¬ 
sponse,” said Schollie. “I be¬ 
lieve 27 percent is enough 
people to reflect the popula¬ 
tion. That percent is actu¬ 
ally high for these surveys, 
in statistics you don’t need 
to talk to everyone. I believe 
the population is well repre¬ 
sented in these results.” 

Out of the 23 students 
questions, 13 show improve¬ 
ment, four were stable with 
previous results, and six 
declined by 1 to 3%. The re- 


“These results 
are good, it is 
positive that 
there has been 
a consistent 
gain over the 
last five years.

The survey included ques¬

“I’m using the Gator to take some salt to the cows,” 
Ralph told me. “Do you want to come with me and I 
will show you that plant I found while I was fencing.” 

It was cloudy and a bit damp outside but not cold 
and after the rain everything smelled wonderfully fresh 
and clean. We detoured past some Silver Willow so that 
we could enjoy their fragrance and marvel at the 
amount of perfume offered by their tiny yellow/green 
flowers. The dog trotted happily beside us and made 
an occasional dive at a gopher. The cows, standing in 
grass to their knees, were so peaceful and happy that 
they scarcely moved as we drove among them. We keep 
a few acres of fenced, wild, land that is not pastured 
and it is so lush with growth that at this time of year 
its white violets and bluebells overflow into the pas¬ 
ture. The rosebushes, dogwood and wild raspberries 
form a mat of vegetation that can shelter small ani¬ 
mals while several birds nest in the willows and tall 
aspen. We had moved past this area and on to the dam 
across the creek when we noticed the coyote. 

He was a lovely big healthy coyote, self assured, 
thickly furred and none of this skulking along, belly 
to the ground for him. He was stalking us and he 
wanted us to know it. As we moved along one side of 
the creek he stayed abreast of us on the other. When 
we stopped he stopped, his attitude was purposeful and 
determined his head was high and his ears forward. 

We found the plant and it was, as Ralph had guessed, 
a Yellow Puccoon. 

It’s a lovely thing and while common in southern 
Alberta we rarely find one here. The ends of the leafy, 
stiff, hairy, stems bear bunches of lemon yellow, sweet 
scented flowers. The book says that the roots were used 
by Plains Indians for food and as red dye for staining 
the skins of animals. It reminds you of Euphorbia 
(cushion spurge) but a paler yellow. While we admired 
the Puccoon the coyote lay on a little hill above the 
creek and watched. 

As we came back toward the yard the coyote fol¬ 
lowed us and now that he thought he had us on the 
run he became more bold. Ralph wasn’t concerned but 
I felt that he was uncomfortably close and when the 
pup finally noticed he shared my sentiment, crowded 
up against the Gator and began barking furiously. By 
this time you could count the coyote’s whiskers and 
he was still closing the gap. “Stop the Gator,” I 
shouted, and when we stopped I got off, and walked 
toward the coyote waving my arms and shouting. The 
coyote retreated but as soon as we started again he 
resumed the chase. In sight of the barnyard, and prob¬ 
ably thinking that we had been successfully routed, 
he turned and trotted back the way we had come. “He 
may have a den out there,” Ralph said, “but mostly he 
is just playing you know.” 

I made hamburger-macaroni soup for lunch but it 
seemed a bit flat. There was some hot salsa in the frig 
and I added a spoonful to the soup. The jar was almost 
empty, I spooned some soup into the jar, gave it a shake 
and added the last of the salsa to the pot. "What have 
you done to this soup?” Ralph asked. “Uh, why,?” 1 
hedged, “is it not up to your expectations?” “It’s pretty 
bad,” he said, “I hope there is not much of it left.” 
“Quite a bit actually,” I told him, “but it is awful and 
I don’t expect you to eat it. Shall I offer it to the dog?” 

“Maybe you could give it to that coyote,” he said, 
“he would probably leave the country and never bother 
us again.” "How do you suggest I get him to eat it?” I 
asked. “Well,” Ralph said thoughtfully, “you might 
leave it in front of his den, but even then I don’t think 
you could get him to eat this. They say that coyotes 
can make a meal out of anything but even they have to 
draw the line somewhere.”

Medical Leader of Screening Programs, Alberta Cancer 
Board Breast Cancer Screening and Prevention 
- What to Do

Breast cancer is an issue 
that receives much media at¬ 
tention and it can be difficult 
for women to sort out what all 
the reports mean for them per¬ 
sonally. Results from new stud¬ 
ies are constantly being re¬ 
ported, and they don’t always 
agree with previous research. 
Women are left to think such 
things as. “Should I get a mam¬ 
mogram or not? Should I do 
breast self-exam or not? What 
can I do to prevent breast can¬ 
cer?” 

The answer to the first ques¬ 
tion is easy for women aged 
50-64: Yes! You should get a 
mammogram at least every two 
years. Having regular 
mammograms has been shown 
to reduce deaths from breast 
cancer in many studies. Health 
organizations in Canada and 
many other countries all agree 
that screening is recommended 
in this age group. And don't 
forget - the greatest value of 
screening is greatest if women 
get screened regularly. Screen 
Test, the Alberta Cancer 
Board’s breast screening pro¬ 
gram, has a mobile mammog¬ 
raphy screening service for 
rural communities throughout 
the province, and will be com¬ 


ing to a community near you 
soon. 

For women in their forties the 
answer is not quite as clear. 
Some studies have shown that 
mammography screening is ben¬ 
eficial in this age group, while 
other studies have shown no ben¬ 
efit. Women between 40 and 49 
should talk with their doctor 
about the pros and cons of 
mammograms and decide 
whether or not to be screened 
based on their own situation. 

In 2001, there was a lot of me¬ 
dia attention about breast self ex¬ 
amination (BSE -monthly exami¬ 
nation of the breasts by the 
woman herself). The Canadian 
Task Force on Preventive Health 
Care reviewed all the scientific 
research on the value of BSE. 
This well-respected group con¬ 
cluded that the research did not 
show that BSE helped to reduce 
breast cancer deaths. There was 
a lot of debate about this report, 
both in the media and in the 
health community. The bottom 
line? BSE may not be as helpful 
as we once thought. HOWEVER, 
most experts do agree that it is 
still very important for women 
to be familiar with what is nor¬ 
mal for their own breasts, and 
to see their doctor if they notice 
any changes in the skin, nipple, 
breast shape or, of course, any 


lumps or thickenings in the 
breast or armpit. It is also im¬ 
portant for women to have a 
breast examination by their 
doctor once a year. 

Although the exact causes 
of breast cancer are still un¬ 
known there is more and more 
research coming out about 
what women can do to help 
prevent it. Perhaps the most 
exciting is that regular physi¬ 
cal activity can reduce a wom¬ 
an’s risk of getting breast can¬ 
cer by up to 40%. Even if you 
have not been an active per¬ 
son in the past, there is still 
great benefit in becoming ac¬ 
tive. Eating a diet with lots of 
vegetables and fruit and hav¬ 
ing a healthy body weight can 
also reduce your risk of breast 
and other cancers. 

There will always be new 
research that adds to our un¬ 
derstanding of breast cancer 
and how to prevent it. The 
good news is that there are 
things women can do now. Get 
a mammogram if you are be¬ 
tween 50 and 69; get a yearly 
breast examination by your 
doctor; be familiar with your 
breasts and see a doctor if you 
notice any changes; increase 
your physical activity; main¬ 
tain a healthy body weight 
and eat a healthy diet.

Council has asked Admin¬ 
istration to revisit Bylaw 
93-17 Smoking to address 
changes and concerns. 
Council will be discussing 
at the June 14, 2005 Regu¬ 
lar Council Meeting the 
building list which was up¬ 
dated to include the Train 
Station. Private users in the 
MPR and Curling rink de¬ 
cide their own rules regard¬ 
ing smoking.

berta’s Centennial in 2005”. 


Council approved the allo¬ 
cation of the Alberta Cen¬ 
tennial I¥r Capita Munici¬ 
pal Grant of $12,189 to¬ 
wards the construction of 
the walking path and that 
the path be called Centen¬ 
nial Trail. 

RC'MP I.<ease: With the 
Province of Alberta taking 
over the RC'MP contract for 
Towns with populations un¬ 
der 5000 in 2004, the param¬ 
eters of the lease with the 
RCMP for the Didsbury De¬ 
tachment are changing. 

Previously the Town of 
Didsbury was paid based on 
the number of non-munici¬ 
pal members occupying the 
building. The Occupancy 
Agreement was broken 
down into Capital Cost and 
O & M (operational & main¬ 
tenance) Rental Costs. 
From 2001 to April 1, 2005, 
the Town of Didsbury was 
receiving only 5/11 of both 
the Capital Cost and the O 
& M Rental Costs that 
equated to $3,546.11 plus 
$1,767.05 for a total of 
$5,313.16 per month. 

Council approved the 
lease with the RCMP for an 
initial term of six (6) years 
commencing the l 91 of April, 
2005 and terminating the 
third-first (31 st ) of March 
2011 with further option to 
renew for three (3) addi¬ 
tional five (5) year periods. 

Idle Free Zone: ... I fall 
Canadians avoided idling 
for just five minutes every 
day, we could prevent more 
than 2 million tonnes of car¬ 
bon dioxide from entering 
our environment - that's like 
taking 350,000 cars off the 
road! 

As motorists we have an 
opportunity to make a dif¬ 
ference simply by turning 
off our engines when 
stopped for more than 10 
seconds. It’s that easy. Mo¬ 
torists should know that 
idling their vehicle longer 
than 10 seconds uses more 
fuel than it takes to restart 
it. 

Many communities 
across Canada have been 
promoting Idle Free Zone or 
taking the (One-Tonne 
Challenge). 



If the Town of DidsDury 
wants to become and pro¬ 
mote an Idle Free Zone, we 
will have to stall with our¬ 
selves. It is stated in this 
Council’s Vision / Mission 
statement that they want to 
be “ environmental sensi¬ 
tive”. 

Council directed Admin¬ 
istration to promote Idle 
Free Zone with the Town of 
Didsbury vehicles as well as 
to educate and encourage 
Town employees to promote 
this initiative. 

Green Bins: The pur¬ 
pose of the Green Bin pro¬ 
gram is to “divert” the or¬ 
ganic material from landfill 
sights and turn it into use¬ 
ful compost. 

If the Town of Didsbury 
were to use the Green Bin 
program, 40% of the Town’s 
current municipal waste 
would be turned into envi¬ 
ronmentally usable re¬ 
sources (compost). Finan¬ 


cially this cost would be re¬ 
couped by not filling the 
landfill site as quickly and 
thus increasing the longev¬ 
ity to the landfill. 

The current cost of dis¬ 
posal for the Town of 
Didsbuiy’s municipal waste 
is $50/meteric tonne. If the 
Green Bin program were 
implemented, this cost 
would be reduced to $29/ 
meteric tonne. 

Council approved the 
implementation of the 
Green Bins pending ap¬ 
proval of the Municipal 
Sponsorship Grant and 
they directed Administra¬ 
tion to use part of the grant 
monies to purchase 1700 
Green Bins. 

Red Deer River Mu¬ 
nicipal Users Group: Ray 

Romanetz, Treasurer of the 
Red Deer River Municipal 
Users Group is asking mu¬ 
nicipalities who use the Red 
Deer River water resources 


to indicate whether they 
would support a $0.50 per 
capital requisition. Based 
on Didsbury’s population of 
3932 this would equate to 
$1,966. This funding would 
be used for compiling infor¬ 
mation by hiring a consul¬ 
tation. 

Mountain View Regional 
Water Commission indi¬ 
cated that if the Town joins 
this then they would reim¬ 
burse our membership. 

Council approved to sup¬ 
port the $0.50 per capita 
requisition for $1966 to the 
Red Deer Municipal Users 
Group provided the Moun¬ 
tain View Regional Water 
Commission subsidizes the 
Town of Didsbury for the 
full amount. 

Policies: Three new poli- 
cies were added: Policy 
#9016 Strategic Planning. 
This was to formalize the 
strategic planning process. 

Policy #1322 Modified 


Work Week: This policy was 
created to provide an oppor¬ 
tunity for employees and 
their health care profession¬ 
als to work with Adminis¬ 
tration to develop a modi¬ 
fied work week schedule 
that will facilitate the em¬ 
ployee resuming their duties 
as quickly and as fully as 
possible without harming 
the employee and causing 
undue stress. 

Policy #1323 Account¬ 
ability: Council is commit¬ 
ted to transparency to citi¬ 
zens and recognizes their ac¬ 
countability for the implica¬ 
tions of their own actions 
and that of all of the staff of 
the Town of Didsbury.

Notice is given that the Special Areas Board filed an application under the provisions of the Water Act 
to divert up to 76,500 cubic decameters of water annually at a maximum rate of 7.08 cubic meters per 
second from the Red Deer River at SSW 15-38-22-4 for multi-purpose use in the County of Stettler, 
County of Paintearth and Special Areas 2, 3 and 4. Water users will be located in the Red Deer River 
Basin, the closed Sounding Creek Basin and the Battle River Basin. Sounding Creek does not 
contribute to flows in the Battle River or North Saskatchewan River. Transfer to the Battle River Basin 
would be a supply for a treated domestic water supply line. 

The purpose of this diversion is for multi-purpose use, including stockwater, domestic, municipal, 
industry, irrigation and waterfowl conservation. Section 47 of the Water Act requires that a Special 
Act of the Legislature be passed to allow for an interbasin transfer of water. The Special Act may only 
be passed following public consultation.

Between 400 and 500 
bikes registered for the 
event, bringing in $107,000 
at last count, Saturday 
night. 

“There will probably be 
another $5,000 or so coming

The Didsbury General Hospital will 
be reduced to a pile of scrap wood and 
concrete today (Oct. 31) as Reimer Con¬ 
struction Ltd. begins demolition of the 
hospital structure. 

Top soil has been lifted from the park 
ing lot area earlier than planned to avoid 
problems when the ground deep freezes, 
and hospital items were auctioned off at 
the Didsbury Pavilion Oct. 25. 

Soon all that will be left is a memory. 

Evan Winkelaar. assistant hospital 
administrator, said the hospital auction 
went over very well. Close to $15,700 
was spent on the items, which included 
everything from cribs to bed pans to ex¬ 
ercise bicycles. 

Didsbury Auction Mart will take a 
percentage of the draw, and the remain 
der will be returned to the provincial 
government. 

Hospital administrator Brian Popp 
said six to eight trees were cut out from 
the row lining the north side of the high 
wav. along the parking area because in 
corporating them into the planned is¬ 
lands of the new lot would have meant 
redrawing the plans. 

Three trees f rom the f ront of the hos- 
pital had not been moved as of yesterday 
(Oct. 30). but Mr. Popp said every ef

As well, the new facility is in critical need 
of parking space. The hospital hopes to begin 
formation of a new parking lot in place of the 
old hospital by December of this year. 

Popp said paving for the new lot will be¬ 
gin next spring. 

So if you’re the nostalgic sort, better take 
a long hard look at the old structure before the 
29th of October soon it will resemble a sea of 
cars. 

The old hospital was opened in 1945 with 
25 beds, nine bassinets, an operating room, 
care room and nursery. In 1957 a maternity 
ward was added, along with two more beds and 
the staff residence to bring it up to its present 
standard. 

A great portion of the furniture and con¬ 
tents of the hospital were made possible 
through donations by localservice dubs. These 
items, including chairs, tables, typewriters and 
refrigerators, will be auctioned off at a public 
auction. October 25 outside the existing hos¬ 
pital. Popp is not certain at this time whether 
anv structural portions of the old hospital will 
be salvaged, but expects the entire demolition 
process by Cana Construction Ltd. to take 
between two to three weeks. 

Hospital staff hope to move the patients 
into the new facility on October 20.

Despite all of the forseen advantages to 
working in the new Mountain View Health 
Care Centre it will still be a sad day for most 
of the staff when the old Didsburv General is 
demolished October 29.

Didsbury's new municipal lr 
brary, called “a credit to the town 
and district" by library board 
member Dave Senkins. was offi¬ 
cially opened Saturday.

mind as well as the body." said 
Ed Halina. vice-chairman of the 
Alberta Libraries Association. 

More than 200 people, includ¬ 
ing about 100 invited guests, 
were on hand for the opening. 

After listening to remarks by 
Betty McMullen, chairman of the 
library hoard. Mayor Don Watt, 
Barbara Clubb from Alberta’s de¬ 
partment of recreation and cul 
turc. Bill Bale of the Parkland 
Regional Library System, of 
which the Didsbury library is a 
member. Mr. Jenkins and Mr. 
Halina. the audience saw the un 
veiling of a bronze plaque to 
mark the occasion. 

The plaque, presented by the 
tow n, contains the names of cur¬ 
rent library board and town coun 
cil members. 

A few minutes later. Mayor 
Watt went to work with a pair of 
scissors, snipping a ceremonial 
ribbon at the front door. 

Mrs. McMullen said the new 
building was a credit to the fore¬ 
sight and hard work by former 
library hoards as well as the cur 
rent board.

Hospital opens fewer beds 
than expected 

After a flurry of negotiations be 
tween the Department if Medical 
and hospital Services, and the county 
hospital hoard, a decision was made 
to open 35 of the 50 beds at the new 
Mountain view Health Care Cen 
tre. 

Hospital administrator Brian 
Popp called the move a "compromise" 
in comparison to the department's 
original recommendations to open 
only one patient wing, or 25 beds. 
That recommendation came hy let 
ter September 19. just two weeks be¬ 
fore the October 5 grand opening of 
the facilities. 

The department visited the new 
hospital September 12. to conduct a 
feasibility study regarding patient 
needs and hospital bed requirements 
for the Didsbury area. Department 
officials chose the month of June for 
their study at which time the hospi¬ 
tals 34 beds had a 70 per cent occu 
panev rate and concluded all 50 beds 
of the new hospital would not be 
needed. 

After formal recommendation 
was received on the 19th. the hospital 
board held an emergency meeting 
and decided unanimously to fight 
the recommendation and request to 
open all 50 beds as scheduled. 

The board met with the Depart 
ment of Medical and Hospital Scrv 
ices last Friday (September 21) for 
three hours before reaching the mu 
tual agreement to open 35 beds. 

Seventeen beds from one wing, 
and 18 from another, will service the 
new hospital. All of the originally 
planned equipment will remain in 
tact, should the need arise to increase 
use of the active treatment centre. 

Administrators are now working 
on the breakdown of the two patient 
wings for this purpose. One wing is 
designed to deal with medicine and 
pediatrics, and the second for surgery 
and obstetrics. 

"Things have worked out very 
well." said Popp. “Thcres an advan 
tage to opening 35 because it gives 
us flexibility." he added. 

Popp said the original decision 
of the department was "terribly dc 
moralizing." and expressed his con 
cern and frustration for the comma 
mty. and in particular his staff mem 
hers who would have faced lay-offs 
from the decrease in facilities. 

With 35 beds in operation, the 
new. 81.000 square foot hospital will 
not have as large a nursing staff as 
was originally hoped for. but there 
will be no cuts from the present staff. 
There’s room for an increase of nurs¬ 
ing staff, should the occupancy rate 
warrant it. said Popp. As well, the 
department has allowed the new hos 
pital a full support staff capable of 
servicing 50 beds. 

While Popp was initially frus¬ 



trated with the proposed hospital cutback, 
he said he could not deny that rural health 
care numbers have been decreasing in the 
past two years since plans for the new hospi 
tal got underway. 

"In this time of economic restraint, it 
would be pointless to open the full 50 beds." 
he said. Plans for the opening on October 
5 will resume as scheduled, with tours of 
the facilities in the afternoon and refresh 
ments served throughout the day. Every 
one is welcome to attend. 

Hospitals Minister David Russell will 
join mayor Don Watt. MLA Stephen Stiles. 
Reeve Svd Vollmin. and the mayors from 
Carstairs and Cremona for the official rib 
bon cutting ceremony at 2 p.m. 

The new $10.2 million facility should 
be fully operational hy October 20 when 
patients from the old hospital will be trans 
ferred. October 29 is the date set for demo 
lition of the old hospital, and a public auc¬ 
tion will take place October 25 outside of 
the existing hospital to dispose of used fur 
niture and miscellaneous items. 

Most of the equipment for the new fa 
cility is new. with the exception of an x ray 
unit purchased two years ago. More than $1 
million has been spent in this area to assure 
hospital patients the latest in technology 
and hospital care.

New Town Office for Didsbury goes up 
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July 25. 1986 

Move will be fourth for 
library 

When Didsbury established 
it’s first library in 1908. the li¬ 
brarian was paid $5 for three 
months of work, the reading 
room was open every evening, 
and the library subscribed to 
newspapers like the Halifax 
Chronicle. 

Times have changed, though, 
and this fall Alberta's oldest op 
crating municipal library will 
move to what will be it's fourth 
home in Didsbury. 

The new library will be built 
on 19th Avenue next to the town 
hall. 

Back in 1908. the first library 
occupied one of the classrooms 
of the old Didsburv School (still 
standing). Shelves and reading 
desks were installed. 

Funding came from town 
council and provincial govern 
ment grants and on at least one 
occasion, a concert was held to 
raise funds. 

The library stayed in the 
school until the early 1990's 
when it moved to a room over 
what was Miller's Groceteria 
(now Steve's Place on 19th Av 
enue). 

In 1996. it moved to its third 
home, taking up residence in the 
town office. By 1969. the town 
office had moved to a new build 
ing. leaving the library on its 
own. 

Book circulation had grown 
from 1.500 in 1908 to 5.991 in 
1966. 

In 1979. the library was moved 
again to what had been the old 
Royal Bank building at the cor 
ner of 19th Avenue and 20th 
Street. It was officially opened 
in June by then lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor Grant MacEwan. 

The new library will cost 
over $200,000 but it's something 
most people in the community 
say is needed. 

Harriet Lynch Staunton, a 
former long time member of the 
library board, noted that read 
ership has really grown over the 
years. 

"Things are crowded in the 
old building." said Mrs. Lynch 
Staunton. "The new building 
will give the librarians room for 
story-telling and other activi¬ 
ties."

Station may be saved

Didsbury's historic Canadian 
Pacific Railway station may be 
restored and turned into a Boy 
Scout and Girl Cuidc hall. 

A former Didsburv man. 
Eldon Foote, has offered to do 
natc $100,000 of his own money 
to save the deteriorating struc¬ 
ture. Mr. Foote would provide 
$75,000 to help restore the sta 
tion. an amount which would be 
matched by Alberta Culture. He 
would provide a further $25,000 
for furnishings 

The station was declared a 
historic site by the province af 
ter closing in the late 1970's. 

The Didsbury Lions Club is 
heading up a steering commit¬ 
tee to take advantage of Mr. 
Foote's offer and implement the 
restoration. Evan Winkelaar is 
chairman of the committee. 
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Members of the Scouts. Guides. 
Didsbury Historical Society and the 
town are included in the steering 
committee. 

Mr. Foote has given the commit 
tee a letter of commitment. 

Organizers would like to turn the 
station 180 degrees and move it 
about 10 feet from the railway tracks 
toward Main Street. 

Permission for this move has to 
come from Marathon Realty, the real 
estate arm of Canadian Pacific. 

Mr. Foote grew up and went to 
school in Didsbury. He now heads a 
major corporation in Japan where he 
resides. 

The station was built in 1909 and 
its English gabled roof is unique 
among Alberta railway stations. 

Sept. 7. 1985 

Dayliner makes its final run 

VIA Rail’s Calgary-Edmonton 
dayliner service will be discontin 
ued Sept. 6. two months earlier than 
recommended bv the Canadian 
Transport Commission. Transport 
Minister Don Mazankowski decided 
last Thursday. 

Mr. Mazankowski reached that 
decision to push the closure date for 
ward because he's worried about the 
safety of the route. 

After conducting hearings in 
June, the commission had recoin 
mended scrapping the service Nov. 
1. but because of the high number of 
accidents which have resulted in the 
deaths of 20 people along the 
davliner route, that date was moved 
up. 

Another reason for discontinuing 
the service was that Via Rail's losses 


on it had increased sharply over the 
past four years and would likely 
worsen. 

According to Mayor Don Watt, 
a weekly average of a dozen people 
from Didsbury have reservations on 
the 62-seat dayliner which is rarely 
full during weekdays. 

"The sad part of the thing is that 
it runs about 90 per cent full during 
the week." he said. 

Although he finds it unfortunate 
the service is being cancelled, "you 
just can t justify running it with so 
few passengers." he said. 

Only 96.086 passengers used the 
service in 1989. down nearly 7.000 
from 1982. Via lost nearly $3 mil 
lion on the route last year, accord 
ing to the Canadian Transport Com 
mission (CTC). 

The only time the service is 
used to full capacity is during week 
ends. Mayor Watt said. “During 
weekends vou need reservations if 
you want to get on it." he said. 

"But I don't know whether people 
won t use it because of the schedul¬ 
ing or because they just got used to 
taking the car." he added. “But one 
thing's for sure, they won’t get the 
service back again."

Town and Chamber Oppose Sun¬ 
day Shopping 

The Didsburv and District Chamber of 
Commerce and Town Council have joined 
forces in opposition to Sunday shopping. 

Both groups will write a letter to MLA 
Stephen Stiles expressing disapproval of Sun 
dav shopping, and asking for new legislation 
making it illegal to open businesses seven days 
a week. 

Malls in Calgarv and now Airdrie have 
opened for Sunday shoppers in the past weeks 
without prosecution. The Supreme Court of 
Canada is expected to make a decision on 
whether the law governing Sunday shopping 
is constitutional sometime after December. 

A1 Engel, President of the Chamber of 
Commerce said he feels rural towns will be¬ 
come ‘bedroom communities for the bigger 
centres if something isnt done soon to pre 
vent Sundav openings. 

"Our biggest concern is the loss of busi¬ 
ness. he said. "Like it or not. it’s quite a possr 
bility we re going to lose 50 per cent of our 
business to larger centres," he added. 

According to Mr. Engel local businesess 
did not decrease in sales yet but he added it 


was a bad time of year to access the situa¬ 
tion because of the economy and Christ¬ 
mas shoppers. 

At its Nov. 12 meeting, the Chamber 
of Commerce decided to write to Mr. 
Stiles both as a group, and as individual 
businessmen. 

Town Council agreed to support the 
Chambers position with a letter to Mr. 
Stiles as well during the Nov. 20 meet 
ing. 

"It’s their concern. They re going that 
wav and we should support them.' said 
Councillor Ron Patten. 

Councillor Bill Ward said local busi¬ 
nesses would not benefit bv opening Sun 
days. "Whether thev re open or not. it’s not 
going to help them. Are vou going to stav 
in town and shop five stores, or go to 
Calgarv and shop 500?" he asked. 

Mr. Ward said the local impact of 
Sunday shopping in the cities will not be 
felt until after the Christmas holidays. 
Sandra Schneidmilicr. Chamber of Com 
mercc member and head of Central Secrc 
tarial Services in Didsburv said she hopes 
the towns people shop local stores for their 
Christmas shopping since the shop owners 
have agreed to extend their hours during 
December. 

“1 hope the people appreciate it and 
shop the hours, said Mrs. Schneidmilicr. 

She said she was "totally against " Sun 
dav shopping because of its effect on rural 
businesses and family traditions. Shops in 
Didsburv will be open until 9 pjn. on 
Wednesday.

So I backed the other car right 
next to the first one, used a 
rubber band to hold the black 
wire on the negative post, and 
had Janet start the car while I 
touched the wires to the bat¬ 
tery in it. It worked!! Even I 
was a bit amazed, but I didn’t 
have time to rejoice—just a 
quick: “Thank you, Lord!” 

We unloaded our stuff onto 
two tables and then had a 
bunch of stuff on the ground 
as well. From about 9:30 until 
after 12 noon we sold, sold, 
sold!! We got rid of a lot of stuff. 
Most people were very nice and 
just bought the stuff but some 
were a bit obnoxious—demand¬ 
ing reductions and then more 
reductions. We managed quite 
well. Instead of two cars full of 
stuff, we came home with two 
large boxes of stuff so we feel 
really good about that.

• Apply sunscreen 20 
minutes before going out¬ 
doors and reapply at least 
every two hours to all 
parts of the body that may 
be exposed to the sun.

During this centennial 
year, farm and ranch fami¬ 
lies who qualify for a Cen¬ 
tury award, in addition to 
receiving a special edition 
Centennial commemorative 
plaque, will be invited to at¬ 
tend Growing Alberta’s Har¬ 


vest gala on September 30, 
2005 in Edmonton. This an¬ 
nual gala brings together 
farmers, ranchers, produc¬ 
ers, agricultural agencies 
and industry processors to 
celebrate the contributions 
agriculture and agricultural 
industries contribute to the 
province and to the country.

• you can provide the date 
of homestead establishment, 
via the Provincial Archive 
reference Desk at (780) 427- 
1750 

• you can provide the cur¬ 
rent ownership land title 

• the current size of the 
original homestead or land 
base must be at least 160 


acres of land 

Eligible farm families are 
encouraged to submit their 
applications for their award 
as soon as possible. Deadline 
for application submission to 
be included in the Harvest 
Gala celebrations is May 31, 
2005. Due to ticket availabil¬ 
ity and reservation require¬ 
ments, applications received 
after that date are still eli¬ 
gible for the Centennial 
plaque, but will be unable to 
attend the Harvest Gala.

Sentencing delayed in senior case

A Rolling Hills, Alberta 
man who admitted dropping 
a 92-year-old Carstairs 
woman on her head, causing 
the victim permanent physi¬ 
cal injuries, should serve 
four years in prison, accord¬ 
ing to Crown prosecutors. 

Ken Ross Bell, 49, pleaded 
guilty on April 4 to a charge 
of aggravated assault in the 
attack on Alyce Francis in 
her home on March 3, 2004. 
His sentencing before Judge 
Frank Maloney got 
underway in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on Monday. 

In an agreed statement of 
facts filed with the court in 
November, Bell admitted 
that he grabbed Francis, 
carried her upside down a 
short distance, and then 
dropped her on her head. 

She suffered neck and 
back injuries in the incident, 
and is now required to wear 
a back brace and take pain 
medication. 

Crown prosecutor George 
Combe told Judge Maloney 
the attack has severely im¬ 
pacted the quality of life of 
Francis and her husband. 

In a victim impact state¬ 
ment filed with the court, 
Francis called the attack a 
"devastating shock that has 
left her fearful and apprehen¬ 
sive. 

Judge Maloney ordered 
the sentencing hearing ad¬ 


journed so he can hear fur¬ 
ther evidence from mental 
health experts about the 
accused's mental condition. 

Following court, prosecu¬ 
tor George Combe said the 
Crown believes the attack 
may have stemmed from a 
belief on the part of the ac¬ 
cused that the victim's hus¬ 
band, Reg, was conspiring 
against him in some way. 

"I don’t know whether it 
was to get back at the hus¬ 
band,” said Combe. "He 
viewed the husband as being 
part of some conspiracy and 
that's all I know.” 

"I would like to ask for 
something longer (than four 
years) but the man has no 
prior criminal record and I 
thought four years was a 
good sentence based on the 
severity of the injuries," he 
added. 

Also following court, 
Calgary defence lawyer 
Stephen Wojick said he will 
ask Judge Maloney to impose 
a conditional sentence - es¬ 
sentially a jail term served in 
the community - on the ac¬ 
cused. 

"1 think Mr. Combe has 
made his representations and 
I disagree with them. I think 
his submission is excessive 
and not supported by the 
case law,” said Wojick. 

A date for the continua¬ 
tion of Bell's sentencing will 
be set on Wednesday. 

Reg Francis attended Mon¬ 


day's court appearance, but 
declined to comment. 


In January, Bell's brother 
Stuart was found not criminally 


responsible on account of mental 
disorder in the attack on Francis.

"Inspired By Christ, Aspiring To Excellence" 
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QUESTION: We have a 9-year-old boy who is quiet, 
careful, thoughtful and very, very shy. Does that mean he 
is not "all boy"? Should we be trying to change him, to 
make him more assertive and aggressive? 

DR. DOBSON: The wonderful thing about the way 
human beings are designed is their marvelous variability 
and complexity. We are all different and unique. My previ¬ 
ous discussions of aggressive, risk-taking boys represent 
an effort to characterize young males, showing what is 
typical and how they are different from their sisters. How¬ 
ever, they also differ from one another on a thousand traits. 

I remember taking my 10-year-old son and his friend 
on a skiing trip one day. As we rode the gondola to the top 
of the mountain, 1 prepared to take a picture of the two 
boys with the beautiful landscape visible behind them. Ryan, 
my son, was smiling and clowning for the camera, while 
Ricky was just sitting quietly. Ryan then asked Ricky to 
wave and goof off like he was doing. Ricky replied sol¬ 
emnly, "I'm not that kind of person." It was true. The two 
boys were at opposite ends of the continuum in their per¬ 
sonalities. I still have that picture of the two kids - one 
going crazy and the other appearing bored half to death. 
Each of them was "all boy." 

Your son is certainly not alone in his characteristic 
shyness. According to the New York Longitudinal Study, 
approximately 15 percent of babies are somewhat quiet 
and passive in the nursery. That feature of their tempera¬ 
ments tends to be persistent throughout childhood and 
beyond. They may be very spontaneous or funny when 
they are comfortable at home. When they are with stran¬ 
gers, however, their tongues are thrust into their cheeks 
and they don't know what to say. Some kids are like this 
because they have been hurt or rejected in the past. The 
more likely explanation is that they were born that way. 
Some parents are embarrassed by the introversion of their 
children and try to change them. It is a fool's errand. No 
amount of goading or pushing by their parents will make 
them outgoing, flamboyant and confident. 

My advice to you is to go with the flow. Accept your 
child just the way he is made. Then look for those special 
qualities that give your boy individuality and potential. 
Nurture him. Cultivate him. And then give him time to 
develop into his own unique personality like no other hu¬ 
man being on Earth. 

QUESTION: Our pediatrician told us he believes our 
son may have attention deficit hyperactivity disorder 
(ADHD). Can you tell us what is known about this prob¬ 
lem? 

DR. DOBSON: ADD, or attention deficit disorder, ap¬ 
pears to be an inherited neurological syndrome that af¬ 
fects approximately 5 percent of children in the United 
States. It refers to individuals who are easily distracted, 
have a low tolerance for boredom or frustration, and tend 
to be impulsive and flighty. Some of them are also hyper¬ 
active, and hence they are said to have ADHD (attention 
deficit hyperactivity disorder). 

These children have a pattern of behavior that sets them 
up for failure in school and conflict with their parents. 
They have difficulty finishing tasks, remembering details, 
focusing on a book or assignment, or even remaining seated 
for more than a few minutes. Some appear to be driven 
from within as they race wildly from one thing to another. 
They are often very bright and creative, yet they're seen 
as lazy, disruptive and terribly disorganized. 

ADD and ADHD children often suffer from low self¬ 
esteem because they have been berated as goof-ofTs and 
anarchists who refuse to follow the rules. They sometimes 
have few friends because they can drive everyone crazy — 
even those their own age.
